When they wanted to 
arrest Donluovkiii. an oflicor quartered 
in a suburb of St. Petersburg, they 
caused the chief of his h.Utalion to say 
that he had au important communica- 
tion to mako to him on the hnsiness of 
the regiment. The polieo of Odest-a, 
desiring on one occasion to make an 
nrtvst, raised a cry of "Fire1'1 at the 
door of their victim, who, rushing out, 
in all haste, only half-clad, fell into 
their hands and was carried off without 
ceremony. 


TIMELY WARNING. 


But when searches are so frequent 


that everybody expects them, tho po- 
lice, as teftikt ftserve their artifices for 
special -cases. I'or as an engineer may- 
bo hoist -with hi«)Tro petard, so may 
an artifice botwnretl against its con- 
trivers. That of a telegram brought 
by a dvornik in the dead of night is be- 
coming somewhat stale, and when an 
alarm of fire or of any other calamity 
is given you scent a still greater danger 
and straightway burn your papers and 
.otherwise prepare yourself for an im- 
minent police visitation.

persons were arrested and exiled by 
administrative order; for, on t.ho princi- 
ple that guilt .should not bo imputed 
until it is proved, wo have a rignt to 
assume that the very fact of the.so un- 
fortunates being neither brought to 
trial nor accused of any specific oU'ensc, 
implies their innocence. 
With Mr. 


Koutchalovsky. Justice of tho Peace for 
the district of JCkatorinrwlav, the Procu- 
rator was more fortunate. The police 
found in his house the manuscript copy 
of a speech delivered by a workman 
called Peter Sonalesto at the "Tnal of 
the Fifty " For this crime the Judgo 
was exiled to Arkangolcsk, in the ex- 
treme north of Kussia. 


ALLEGED CAUSE OF TTIE OUTRAGES. 
Until it was revealed by thc-'lndiscrc- 


t'.on of one of his employee, tho cause 
of t.ho Procurator's excessive y.eol re- 
mained n m}s!cry. In 1871, that is to 
viv livo years previously, Leo )>ihov- 
ko-kv, on.- of the early npostles of rev- 
oli.tioii. uas .sentenced to eight years' 
hard labor forhavmg printed in a clan- 
destine printing ollico txvo socialist 
pamphlets. 
But, a part, only of his 


type anil plant were taken; the rest he

oxvner and akin to Foveral of tho 
neighboring gentry. So, Procurator 
Melchnikoff, turning things over "in 
what ho xvaa pleased to call his mind," 
came to the conclusion that the missing 
type was concealed in some country 
house of tho district. Ilcnco tiie mili- 
tary pomp and parade, all theso pre- 
tentious visits, housc-searchings, lish 
pond draggings awl the rest, proceed- 
ings which both surprised and amused 
the peasants and other inhabitants of 
the neighborhood. According to an- 
other version—in a country where the 
press is fettered rumors naturally take 
tho place of news—the Procurator had 
some old scores to settle with the no- 
liihty of Koupiansk, and took this 
means of "serving them out," the af- 
fair of tho lost typo being merely o 
pretext—London'Cor. San Franciscc 
Chronicle.
